WHO'S WHO IN THE NEWS
NO MAN In the public life of France enjoys to a greater 

degree the respect of his fellow countrymen than 
Etieune Clementel, who has just been appointed min­ 
ister of finance in the new Heriot cabinet at Paris. 

Former minister of agriculture and com-
POPULAR merce, as well as of the colonies, and
FRENCH more recently president of all the united 

STATESMAN chambers of commerce of France, lie is 
known to his fellow countrymen as a 

very able administrator and as possessed of a particu­ 
larly lofty and delicate sense of personal honor and 
integrity.

When, shortly before the war, at a time when he 
held the post of minister for the colonies, an unfortunate 
second marriage led him to take legal action by which 
the union was annulled, in spite of the protests of the 
chief magistrate, of the premier and of his colleagues 
he insisted upon resigning at once his cabinet office. 
His attitude in the matter was thoroughly appreciated, 
and that he in no wise suffered in the estimation of 
public favor was shown by the universal approval which 
was shown when Georges Clemenceau, in forming the 
administration under the regime of which the great war 
was finally won, persuaded Clementel to join his cabinet 
as minister of commerce.

And for those who dread that the advent of the 
Heriot administration foreshadows the return to power 
of Joseph Calliaux, it must be remembered that Clemen­ 
tel was one of that Clemenceau government which had
 the courage to arrest ex-Premier Calliaux on a charge 
of high treason, to place him on trial for his life' in the 
senate, to lay bare his record, and to demand hia capital 
punishment, which was only averted in favor of a lesser 
penalty by a very small vote on the part of several 
senators who lacked the courage of Clemeiiceau and 
Clementel.

Extreme BUSINESS, whether at. school or college, 

church or market, is a symptom of deficient vitality, 
Robert Louis Stevenson thought. To him a faculty 
for idleness implied a catholic appetite and a strong 
sense of personal identity.

"There is a sort of dead-alive, hackneyed people 
about, who are scarcely conscious of living exge.pt in 
the exercise of some conventional occupation." Bring 
these fellows into the country, set them aboard ship, 
and you. will see how they pine for their desk or study. 
They have no curiosity; they cannot give themselves 
over to random provocations; they do not take pleasure 
in the exercise of their faculties for its own sake; and 
 unless Necessity lays about them with a stick, they will 
not even stand still.

"It is no good speaking to such folk; they CANNOT 
be idle, their nature is not generous enough; and they 
pass those hours in a sort of coma whicli are not dedi­ 
cated to furious moiling in the gold-mill

"When they do not require to go to the office,-when 

they are not hungry and have no mind to drink, the 
whole breathing world is blank to them. If they have 
to wait an hour or so for the train, they fall into a 
stupid trance with their eyes open.

"To see them you would suppose there was nothing 
to look at'and no one to speak with; you would imagine 
they wer.e paralyzed or alienated; and yet very possibly 
they are hard workers in their own way, and have 
good- eyesight for a flaw in a deed or a tuwi of the 
market.

"They have been to school and to college, but all 
the while they had their eye on the medal: they have 
gone about in the world and mixed with clever people, 
but all the time they were thinking of their own affairs.

"As if a man's soul were not too small to begin with, 
they have dwarfed and narrowed theirs by a life of all 
work and no play, until they are at forty, with a listless 
attention, a mind vacant of all material of amusement, 
and not one thought to rub against another, while they 
wait for the train.

"This does not appeal to me as being Success in Life.

"But it is not only the person himself who suffers 
from his busy habits, but his wife and children, his 
friends and relations, and down to the very people he 
sits with in a railway carriage.

"Perpetual devotion to what a man calls his business 
is only to be sustained by perpetual neglect of many 
other things. And it is not by any means certain that a 
man's business is the most important thing he has to do.

"To an impartial estimate it will seem clear tha,); 
many of the wisest parts that are to be played in the 
Theatre of Life are filled by gratuitous performers, and 
pass, among the world at large, as phases of idleness. 
For in that Theatre, not only the walking gentlemen, 
singing chambermaids and diligent fiddlers in the or­ 
chestra, but those who look on and clap theft hands, 
do really play a part and fulfill important offices to the 
general result.

"You .are no doubt very dependent on the care- of 
your lawyer and stockbroker, of the trainmen who con­ 
vey you rapidly from place to place, and the policemen 
who walk the streets for your protection, but is there 
not a thought of gratitude in your heart for certain 
other benefactors who set you smiling when thoy fall 
in your way, or season your dinner with good company?"
